The Power of Peaceful Pursuits 

What International Youth Are Doing and 
What Massachusetts Students Could Do 

Yvonne Vissing, PhD. Department of Sociology - Salem State 

University. 

Tuesday, March 27 at 11:45 am in the Faculty Lounge. 

What are youth across the world doing to 
further the pursuit of peace? Many other 
nations have made a greater commitment to 
child well-being than the United States - as 
an example, only two members of the 
United Nations has not ratified its 
Convention on the Rights of the Child, and 
the US is one of them! There is much to 

learn from other nations about their treatment and education of 
children, and how children elsewhere are taught to view peace. This 
presentation will focus on the following: a few case examples of 
specific youth who are actively pursuing peace efforts within different 
countries; a list of organizations that youth can work with for travel, 
education, volunteer, or work experiences; films that may make 
youth more aware of the issues, and websites that youth may wish to 
access to show them how to better incorporate the pursuit of peace 
in their own lives. The importance of cultural exchange programs will 
be a consistent thread throughout her presentation. Participants will 
leave with a portfolio of readily available resources through this 
pragmatic as well as philosophic presentation. 

Dr. Vissing is a Professor of Sociology at Salem State University, 
where she developed its Center for Child Studies. A pediatric 
sociologist and head of the research unit for her department, she is 
also a member of the American Sociological Association's 
Departmental Resources Group, and is trained to work with higher 
education units to develop programs and conduct assessments and 
reviews. A former National Institute of Mental Health Post-Doctoral 
Research Fellow, she uses her skills to promote child well-being both 
in the US and abroad. She regularly travels to other nations to make 
professional presentations in this area, including at the Children's 
2005 conference in Norway. She has also made presentations in India, 
Mexico, Canada, Sweden, and Great Britain. Dr. Vissing is the author 
of four books and many chapters and articles in the topic of social 
pediatrics, and has several due out. She also developed The Peace 
College, an intergenerational, international peace conference, held at 
Salem State College in 2004, and is active in the pursuit of peace.
